A  N  organization  in  which  the  Brown 
Alumni  Monthly  has  a  strong  senti- 
mental interest,  the  Class  Secretaries'  As- 
sociation, had  a  meeting  and  dinner  last 
month  at  the  University  Club.  The 
meeting  elected  Archibald  C.  Matte- 
son  '93,  president,  so  that  he  now  com- 
bines in  his  own  proper  person,  as  Mr. 
Wilson  said  of  himself  when  he  signed  the 
Peace  Treaty  at  Versailles,  two  alumni 
presidencies — the  one  of  the  Secretaries' 
Association  and  the  other  of  the  Associated 
Alumni.  As  one  of  the  younger  secretaries 
remarked  after  the  meeting  at  the  Univer- 
sity Club,  he  is  a  natural-born  toastmaster, 
and  the  after-dinner  exercises  were  ac- 
cordingly characterized  by  grace  and  vim. 

It  was  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Secre- 
taries' Association  that  the  project  of  an 
alumni  magazine  was  launched.  Shortly 
after  Dr.  Faunce  came  to  Providence  as 
president  of  the  University — in  other  words 
in  1899  or  early  in  1 900 — he  wrote  to  the 
present  editor  of  the  Alumni  Monthly  sug- 
gesting that  an  illustrated  article  on  Brown 
which  the  latter  had  contributed  to  the 
New  England  Magazine  be  reprinted  in 
pamphlet  form.  The  present  writer  re- 
plied, suggesting  by  way  of  amendment  that 
the  money  which  this  plan  would  require 
be  invested  in  the  founding  of  a  modest 
alumni  periodical.  President  Faunce  ap- 
proved the  idea  and  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Secretaries'  Association,  shortly  afterward, 
broached  it  to  the  gathered  company.  It 
was  then  voted  that  a  committee  should  be 
appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
founding  such  a  magazine.  We  quote  from 
the  first  number  of  the  Monthly,  pub- 
lished in  June,  1900,  as  follows: 

"At  a 'meeting  of  class  secretaries  called 
by  President  Faunce  to  consider  various 
matters  of  graduate  interest,  a  local  com- 


mittee of  three,  consisting  of  Dean  L  pton 
'75;  Mr.  Robert  P.  Brown  '71;  and  Prin- 
cipal Walter  B.  Jacobs  '82,  of  the  East 
Side  High  School,  was  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  establishing  an 
alumni  publication.  This  committee  held 
several  meetings  and,  after  studying  not 
only  the  local  field  but  also  the  alumni  pa- 
pers of  other  universities,  recommended  the 
establishment  of  much  such  a  paper  as  is 
herewith  presented." 

An  advisory  board  of  alumni  was  ap- 
pointed, the  idea  being  taken  from  the  Yale 
Alumni  Weekly.  In  its  second  number  the 
magazine  announced  that  it  was  published 
by  the  Brown  Alumni  Magazine  Com- 
pany, with  Robert  P.  Brown  as  treasurer, 
a  post  to  which  his  fellow-committeemen 
had  elected  him.  Thereafter  for  many 
years  he  was  the  only  officer  of  the  com- 
pany. Annual  meetings  were  held  at  Com- 
mencement time,  but  so  far  as  the  present 
writer  can  remember  not  more  than  three 
or  four  of  the  Advisory  Board  ever  at- 
tended, usually  there  was  only  one  or  possi- 
bly two,  and  finally  not  even  one  found 
time  amid  the  distractions  of  the  Com- 
mencement week  festivities  to  be  present, 
although  announcements  were  formally 
sent  to  every  member.  The  burden  and 
responsibility  for  conducting  the  publica- 
tion were  left  more  and  more  to  Colonel 
Brown,  with  whom  the  editor  continued 
to  be  closely  associated  during  a  period 
that  witnessed  a  long  and  honorable  pro- 
cession of  business  managers  and  associate 
editors.  Colonel  Brown  remained  the 
treasurer  of  the  company,  kept  a  sharp  ov- 
ersight of  the  finances  of  the  magazine, 
from  time  to  time  personally  solicited  ad- 
vertisements to  swell  its  revenues,  com- 
posed persuasive  letters  to  the  alumni  urg- 
ing them  to   subscribe — and   sometimes  to 
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pay  up  their  overdue  subscriptions,  and 
exercised  general  supervision  of  the  un- 
dertaking. The  time  came,  hovi^ever,  when 
failing  health  made  it  necessary  for  him 
to  shift  the  details  of  the  vv^ork,  and  the 
Monthly  M^as  fortunate  in  having  at  that 
juncture  as  its  business  manager  Professor 
Clinton  H.  Currier  '98  of  the  University 
faculty,  to  whose  shoulders  the  load  could 
be  transferred.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Brown 
Alumni  Magazine  Company  held  in  Col- 
onel Brown's  office  a  few  months  before  his 
death  and  presided  over  by  him,  Professor 
Currier  was  elected  treasurer  and  Henry 
R.  Palmer  secretary  of  the  company.  Im- 
mediately succeeding  Colonel  Brown's 
death,  a  meeting  of  the  company  was  held 
and  Henry  R.  Palmer  was  elected  president 
and  Professor  Currier  treasurer.  They  re- 
main in  those  positions  to-day. 

The  Monthly  antedates  the  Associated 
Alumni  by  many  years,  but  when  the  latter 
came  into  existence  the  magazine  heartily 
co-operated  with  it  in  every  way.  Henry 
T.  Samson,  who  for  a  time  was  alumni 
manager,  employed  by  the  Associated 
Alumni,  became  to  all  intents  our  alumni 
editor,  furnishing  us  with  a  large  propor- 
tion of  all  our  graduate  personals  and  much 
of  our  news  from  the  alumni  clubs.  Upon 
his  resignation  and  the  accession  of  the  pres- 
ent alumni  manager,  Alfred  H.  Gurney, 
the  same  close  relationship  was  maintained. 
Mr.  Gurney  contributes  the  major  portion 
of  our  club  news  and  alumni  notes  and 
sends  them  direct  to  our  printer  practically 
without  editorial  supervision.  So  far  as  we 
can  remember  neither  alumni  manager  has 
asked  for  anything  in  the  way  of  space  or 
editorial  indorsement  that  has  been  with- 
held. Our  relations  with  both  Mr.  Sam- 
son and  Mr.  Gurney  have  been  entirely 
pleasant  and,  through  them,  with  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni.  Subscriptions  for  the 
Monthly  are  received  from  two  sources — 
some  come  to  us  direct,  from  subscribers 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Associated 
Alumni,  and  the  remainder  through  that 
body.     The  Associated  Alumni   treasurer. 


E.  Tudor  Gross,  receives  three  dollars  from 
each  member  of  the  alumni  association — or 
expects  to — and  from  this  sum  one  dollar 
is  automatically  due  to  the  Monthly. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  too  many  members 
of  the  association,  and  too  many  of  our 
own  non-member  subscribers,  are  in  arrears, 
some  for  one  year,  some  for  two  and  some 
for  longer  periods.  If  we  could  have  all 
the  money  that  graduates  of  Brown  owe  us 
for  the  magazine  we  would  be  on  that  far- 
famed  and  justly  popular  thoroughfare, 
Easy  street.  We  had  not  intended  to  make 
a  financial  appeal  in  this  place,  but  we  may 
as  well  close  with  one.  We  earnestly  ask 
every  delinquent  member  of  the  Associated 
Alumni  to  send  a  check  without  delay  to 
Mr.  Gross,  Union  Trust  Building,  Prov 
dence — not  only  because  we  need  our  dollar 
out  of  the  delinquent's  three,  but  because 
the  alumni  association  needs  the  other  two. 
And  if  those  subscribers  who  are  supposed 
to  send  their  checks  directly  to  us  and  who 
have  failed  for  any  reason  to  do  so,  will 
kindly  oblige  us  with  an  early  remittance, 
it  will  make  our  hearts  as  light  as  they 
were  when,  so  many  years  ago,  we  blithely 
embarked  on  this  Alumni  Monthly  enter- 
prise. 


TT  IS  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Class  Secretaries,  thus  revived 
after  a  lapse  of  years,  is  to  meet  an- 
nually hereafter.  The  association  deserves 
well  of  the  University  and  of  all  Brown 
men.  It  has  been  an  energizing  influence 
in  several  projects.  Not  only  did  it  share  in 
establishing  the  Alumni  Monthly  but  it 
hastened  the  abolition  of  the  old  custom  of 
granting  honorary  degrees  without  the  re- 
cipient being  present,  it  laid  the  founda- 
tion stones  for  the  Advisory  Board  of  the 
Associated  Alumni  and  it  was  the  first  to 
propose  the  system  whereby  the  alumni 
participate  in  the  actual  election  of  univer- 
sity trustees.  Also,  it  did  much  valuable 
work  in  helping  compile  the  data  about 
Brown  men  in  the  World  War.  The  Uni- 
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versity  needs  the  association  just  as  it  needs 
the  Associated  Alumni.  More  power  to 
the  secretaries  in  the  renewal  of  organized 
service  in  upbuilding  the  Brown  of  to-mor- 
row.

npHE  editor  of  the  Monthly  and  the 
alumni  manager  thank  the  readers 
who  responded  so  quickly  to  last  month's 
appeal  for  aid  in  tracing  missing  men.

"P  VERY  friend  of  the  Women's  College 
will  rejoice  in  the  steps  lately  taken 
to  provide  it  with  a  new  building  for  so- 
cial and  religious  purposes.  Under  pres- 
ent conditions  there  has  long  been  distress- 
ing congestion.  At  chapel  services,  many 
girls  must  stand  because  there  are  not 
seats  enough,  and  because  there  is  not  suf- 
ficient room  for  more  seats;  while  students 
who  do  not  live  at  the  college  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  get  any  satisfactory  place  in  which 
to  study. 

The  proposal  now  under  consideration 
is  for  a  building  to  cost  $400,000.  The 
selected  site  is  east  of  Sayles  Gymnasium 
and  south  of  Cushing  street,  opposite 
Miller  Hall.  It  is  intended  to  have  an 
auditorium  large  enough  to  accommodate 
the  student    body    for    years    to    come    at 


chapel  exercises  and  musical  or  other  en- 
tertainments, the  idea  of  combining  under 
a  single  roof  the  chapel  with  rooms  for  so- 
cial activities  having  ben  borrowed  from 
various  other  women's  colleges.  The  time 
of  course  may  arrive  when  a  separate 
chapel  will  be  needed  and  forthcoming. 

Success  to  the  movement  to  secure  this 
new  building  for  the  Women's  College  in 
Brown !  May  the  entire  $400,000  be  se- 
cured at  an  early  day. 


T  T  IS  pleasing  to  read  in  the  report  of 
the  Advisory  and  Executive  Commit- 
tee's meeting  on  February  eighth  the 
statement  that  out  of  the  surplus  resulting 
from  accumulated  interest  on  the  building 
fund  for  the  Metcalf  Chemical  Laboratory 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  will  be 
reserved  for  repairs  and  additions  still  to 
be  made,  and  the  remainder  will  be  added 
to  the  maintenance  fund.  We  believe  very 
heartily  in  such  funds.  The  upkeep  on 
modern  buildings  like  the  Metcalf  Labora- 
tory is  of  course  high,  and  it  is  the  part 
pi  wisdom  to  have  a  special  fund  for  this 
purpose. 


A  NOTHER  interesting  feature  of  the 
committee's  report  is  the  announce- 
ment that  the  bids  recently  received  for 
constructing  the  Marston  Hall  of  Lan- 
guages "were  far  beyond  the  funds  now  in 
hand,"  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  proceed 
with  the  erection  of  the  building  at  pres- 
ent. Either  the  funds  in  possession  of  the 
university  for  this  building  must  be  per- 
mitted to  accumulate  by  the  slow  but  sure 
method  of  remaining  at  interest,  or  else  an 
addition  to  them  must  be  sought  elsewhere. 
In  either  case,  the  general  hope  of  Brown 
graduates  will  be  that  it  may  not  be  long 
before  the  Marston  Hall  actually  begins  to 
rise.  The  modern  languages  certainly  need 
the  increased  accommodations  it  will  event- 
ually afford.

THE  CROWDED  CHAPEL  AT  THE  WOMEN'S  COLLEGE 

Students  are  Forced  to  Stand  at  Every  Service 


A  LL  sails  are  set,  the  campaign  for  the 
long-anticipated  student  alumnae  so- 
cial hall  at  the  Women's  College  having 
been  launched  at  the  biennial  dinner  of  the 
alumnae  on  Feb.  23,  at  which  it  was  an- 
nounced that  Mr.  Stephen  O.  Metcalf  will 
give  a  dollar  for  every  dollar  raised  by 
graduates  or  unc^ergraduates.  Already  the 
University  building  committee  has  chosen 
the  site  for  its  location — next  to  the  Sayles 
Gymnasium  on  Cushing  street  and  oppo- 
site Miller  Hall.  Architecturally  it  will 
follow  the  simplicity  of  design  that  charac- 
terizes the  buildings  that  now  form  the 
group  belonging  to  the  college,  and  it  is  to 
be  so  constructed  as  to  take  care  of  all  the 
social  and  religious  activities  that  for  years 
past  have  been  cramped  by  the  limitations 
of  both  Pembroke  Hall  and  the  gym. 

The  need  of  a  social  hall  began  to  be 
recognized  many  years  ago,  and  has  become 
increasingly  imperative  with  the  numerical 
growth  of  the  college.  Students  and 
alumnae  have  long  anticipated  the  time 
when  the  Women's  College  would  be  able 


to  have  a  building  devoted  to  the  expanding 
social  life  of  graduate  and  undergraduate 
bodies  and  the  administration,  jealous  of 
the  intellectual  standing  of  the  college 
among  women's  colleges  of  the  country,  has 
frankly  and  outspokenly  urged  the  time 
when  Pembroke  Hall  could  be  cleared  of 
all  those  college  pursuits  that  of  necessity, 
because  of  the  crowded  conditions  of  the 
college,  are  housed  there,  but  which  tend 
each  year  to  encroach  upon  the  academic 
purposes  for  which  the  hall  is  intended. 
The  Social  Hall  will  be  the  answer  to  both 
types  of  needs,  they  say. 

A  glance  back  through  the  comparatively 
short  history  of  the  Women's  College  dis- 
closes the  fact  that  from  the  handful  of 
earnest-minded,  intellectually  alert  women 
who  in  1 89 1  knocked  for  admittance  on  the 
doors  of  Brown  and  were  allowed  entrance 
on  sufferance,  the  college  has  grown  to  an 
enrollment  of  more  than  360  and  that,  con- 
sequently, there  are  now  more  students  reg- 
istered in  the  Women's  College  than  there 
were  men  enrolled  in  the  entire  university 
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when  the  women  were  admitted  back  in  the 
90's.  This  expansion  has  been  due,  the  ma- 
jority of  Brown  women  feel,  to  the  wise 
and  carefully  followed  policy  of  adminis- 
tration of  three  deans  who  cherishing  the 
integral  relation  of  the  college  to  Brown, 
nevertheless,  led  it  to  an  individuality  that 
is  unique  and  that  has  brought  the 
Women's  College  to  an  enviably  high  place 
in  the  ranks  of  women's  colleges.  Con- 
stantly, the  ideal  has  been  held  up  of  a  col- 
lege based  on  the  principle  of  democracy, 
and  it  is  said  by  those  who  aim  to  find  the 
underlying  cause  of  the  growth  of  the  in- 
stitution, that  therein  lies  the  success  of  the 
Women's  College. 

As  the  college  has  grown  numerically, 
the  class,  the  foundation  on  which  the  pres- 
ent intellectual  and  physical  structure  of 
college  rests,  still  remains  the  vital  part  of 
the  college,  but  various  other  activities  have 
been  taken  on  to  meet  conditions  and  the 
property  of  the  college  has  correspondingly 
increased  to  meet  many  of  the  resulting 
needs.  The  early  demand  for  adequate 
dormitory  accommodations  was  answered 
by  the  erection  of  the  two  fine  halls,  Miller 
and  Metcalf,  and  in  the  last  year  by  the 
taking  on  of  Sharpe  House  on  Angell  street. 
The  necessity  for  giving  the  students  ad- 
equate physical  training  prompted  the  erec- 
tion of  Sayles  Gymnasium,  which  like  all 
the  buildings  now  belonging  to  the  college 
is  a  model  for  the  purpose  it  would  serve. 
However,  it  was  not  designed  nor  were  the 
factors  of  the  social  life  of  the  college 
largely  taken  into  account  in  its  building 


so  that  for  dramatics,  dances,  exercises  and 
all  the  ramifications  of  the  social  life  of  the 
college,  that  now  have  to  be  conducted 
there,  the  "gym"  is  not  wholly  adequate. 

With  all  the  physical  expansion  of  the 
college,  Pembroke  Hall  has  remained  the 
centre  of  the  intellectual  life  of  the  college. 
In  the  days  when  it  was  put  up,  it  was 
called  "a  model  of  convenience  and  archi- 
tectural beauty,"  but  the  growing  number 
of  students  has  seriously  cramped  its  con- 
venience. The  auditorium  once  large 
enough  to  hold  double  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  mass  meeting  is  not  now  large 
enough  to  take  care  of  the  chapel  exercises, 
mass  meetings  and  college  "get-togethers" 
that  frequently  take  place.  The  class  rooms 
are  crowded ;  study  space  for  day  students 
is  so  limited  that  many  students  find  the 
stairs  the  only  available  place  to  study,  for 
the  lunch-room,  the  old  refuge  of  numbers 
of  girls  seeking  a  place  to  con  a  lesson  is 
also  crowded.  Too,  it  is  pointed  out,  the 
lunch-room  has  become  a  serious  handicap 
to  the  academic  life  of  Pembroke,  odd  as 
it  may  seem,  for  Ovid  and  onions  make  a 
poor  combination  and  philosophical  discus- 
sions fall  flat  when  the  smell  of  corned  beef 
is  wafted  up  the  stairs  to  the  class  rooms 
above.  The  scholastic  quiet  that  should  be 
associated  with  Pembroke  Hall  and  which 
old  "grads"  sentimentally  remember  is 
steadily  being  encroached  upon  until  the 
point  has  been  reached  when  relief  is  not 
merely  desirable  but  imperative  and  the  so- 
cial hall  is  regarded  as  a  necessity  that 
should  be  remedied  at  once.

Dean  Otis  E.  Randall  made  a  successful 
Western  trip  in  January,  meeting  alumni 
in  four  cities.  The  Chicago  alumni  gen- 
erously invited  the  Dean  to  make  the  trip 
at  their  expense  and  gave  him  a  dinner  on 
the  evening  of  Jan.  25th.  He  left  Provi- 
dence Tuesday  night,  Jan.  22nd,  stopping 
at  Buffalo  Wednesday  afternoon  and  even- 
ing, w^here  the  local  alumni  gave  a  banquet 
in  his  honor.  The  next  stop  was  Chicago, 
where  for  two  days  he  enjoyed  the  generous 
hospitality  and  entertainment  of  his  Chi- 
cago friends.  The  detailed  story  appears 
below. 

The  Dinner  at  Chicago 

"The  Pilot  of  Brown  Men,"  inscribed 
on  a  beautiful  bronze  chime  marine  clock 
and  barometer,  was  the  fitting  characteri- 
zation of  Dean  Otis  E.  Randall  conferred 
by  Colonel  Noble  Brandon  Judah  at  a  din- 
ner given  to  Dean  Randall  January  25th 
by  the  Brown  University  club  of  Chicago 
at  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  Club  in  Chicago. 

Remembering  that  the  Dean  was  ap- 
proaching another  milestone  in  a  period  of 
long  and  appreciated  service  to  the  Uni- 
versity, the  Chicago  club  officers,  Wallace 
R.  Lane  '99,  H.  S.  Roelke  '11  and  Burton 
Harrington  '18,  cast  about  for  a  way  to 
express  most  fittingly  the  appreciation 
which  the  club  felt  for  the  help  and  inspira- 
tion which  Dean  Randall  had  been  to  each 
member  as  an  individual.  President  Lane, 
knowing  the-  Dean's  great  delight  in  things 
nautical,  hit  on  the  marine  clock.  From 
that  moment  until  the  successful  climax  of 
the  presentation,  the  entire  energies  of  the 
officers,  executive  committee  and  dinner 
committee,  composed  of  Ralph  Johnson, 
John  T.  Walker,  Jr.,  and  Harold  Jackson, 
was  devoted  to  organizing  what  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  dinners  ever 
held  by  the  Chicago  Club. 

The  entire  Beta  Theta  Pi  Club  at  1366 
North  Dearborn  street  was  taken  over  for 
the  dinner,  to  which  even  Brown  men  from 
far  distant  points  came. 


Dean  Randall  was  busy  preceding  the 
banquet  attending  speaking  engagements 
which  had  been  arranged,  and  attended  the 
reception  in  his  honor  at  6  on  the  evening 
ing  of  the  25th  without  the  slightest  know- 
ledge of  what  was  to  come.

A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Rochester, 
Brown  early  recognized  in  him  a  worthy 
recipient  of  an  honorary  degree,  and  in 
1892  conferred  upon  him  the  title  of  doctor 
of  divinity. 

"A  preacher  of  the  word  of  God  for 
nearly  half  a  century,  an  author  of  relig- 
ious writings  widely  read,  a  leader  in 
thought  and  action  on  the  social  problems 
and  political  issues  of  his  time,  a  soldier 
who  bore  arms  in  behalf  of  the  Union  in 
the  great  struggle  for  its  preservation,  but 
a  tireless  worker  to  the  end  of  his  days  for 
the  abolishment  of  war,  inspirer  of  hope, 
messenger  of  optimism,  interpreter  of 
Browning — 

"Resolved^  that  in  him  this  association 
had  a  distinguished  and  honored  member, 
and  that  in  his  death  it  has  sustained  a  pro- 
found  and   permanent  loss." 

Several  plans  for  the  future  of  the  Club 
were  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold 
meetings  more  frequently  during  the  com- 
ing year  in  Springfield.  A  group  will  also 
meet  at  intervals  in  Pittsfield.  It  is  the 
aim  of  the  Club  to  keep  as  closely  in  touch 
as  possible  with  University  affairs,  and  to 
promote  Brown  interests  in  this  section.

The  Corporation 


The  February  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
and  Executive  Committee  was  held  in  the 
President's  office  on  Friday,  February  8th, 
at  2.30  p.  m. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Grounds  and  Buildings  was  presented  and 
approved. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Marston  Hall  of  Languages  showed  that 
the  bids  recently  received  for  that  building 
were  far  beyond  the  funds  now  in  hand, 
and  that  it  was  impossible  to  proceed  with 
the  erection  of  the  building  until  those 
funds  have  accumulated  further.  It  was 
decided  that  it  is  better  to  wait  than  to 
erect  an  inadequate  structure. 

The  final  report  was  presented  from  the 
Committee  on  the  Construction  of  the  Met- 
calf  Chemical  Laboratory.  A  history  of 
the  building  was  given  from  the  time  of 
the  appointment  of  the  original  committee 
down  to  the  present.  A  detailed  statement 
of  all  expenses  was  presented,  and  it  was 
voted  that  from  the  surplus  resulting  from 
accumulated  interest  on  the  building  fund 
$10,000  should  be  reserved  for  repairs  and 
additions  still  to  be  made,  and  the  re- 
mainder should  be  added  to  the  mainte- 
nance fund.  The  report  of  the  Building 
Committee  was  received  and  the  Committee 
discharged. 

A   report  was  presented     from    the    Li- 


brary Committee,  asking  that  provision  be 
made  for  cataloguing  the  new  Lincoln  Col- 
lection, presented  last  year  by  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller. The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
President  and  Comptroller  for  suitable  ac- 
tion when  the  budget  shall  be  made  out 
for  the  following  year.  The  matter  of  the 
employment  of  students  irt  the  Library  and 
elsewhere  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Student  Service  for  further  considera- 
tion. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Es- 
tablishment of  Fellowships  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Chemistry  was  received,  and  it 
was  voted  that  certain  fellowships  and 
scholarships  should  be  offered  to  graduate 
students  in  Chemistry  in   1924-25. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Geology  regarding  crowded  con- 
ditions on  the  second  floor  of  Rhode  Island 
Hall,  and  was  discussed  at  some  length. 

Mr.  Clinton  C.  White  appeared  before 
the  Committee  to  present  a  further  report 
from  the  Committee  on  the  erection  of  the 
amphitheatre  or  stadium  for  football  and 
other  sports.  The  report  was  approved, 
and  Mr.  White's  committee  was  encour- 
aged to  proceed  along  the  lines  indicated. 

After  discussion  of  the  problem  of  the 
health  of  students  and  larger  provision  for 
dealing  with  minor  ailments,  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  five  o'clock.

A  HARD  FOOTBALL  SCHEDULE 

A  writer  on  the  sporting  page  of  the 
Providence  Journal  says: 

"Brown's  coaching  staff  will  have  its 
work  all  cut  out  for  it  when  the  work  of 
preparing  for  the  gridders  next  fall  gets 
under  way,  for  Dr.  F.  W.  Marvel,  super- 
visor of  athletics  and  chief  schedule  maker, 
has  added  a  fifth  major  contest  to  the 
list.  On  Nov.  8th  at  Andrews  Field,  the 
Haskell  Indians  of  Lawrence,  Kas.,  will  go 
into  action  against  the  Brunonians. 

"Just  how  strong  the  Indians  will  be 
next  fall  is  a  question,  of  course,  but  if 
they  develop  the  scoring  punch  they  had 
under  their  belts  the  past  season.  Brown 
will  have  to  travel  at  top  speed  to  emerge 
from  the  battle  with  a  scalp.  Haskell  was 
one  of  the  heaviest  scoring  machines  in  the 
country  in  the  1923  campaign,  and  after 
cleaning  up  impressively  in  the  West  in- 


vaded New  York  and  defeated  the  Quan- 
tico  Marines,  a  team  that  had  taken  the 
measure  of  Georgetown  and  several  other 
college  outfits. 

"With  the  Indians  booked,  Brown  will 
have  four  consecutive  weeks  of  football 
against  powerful  opponents,  Yale  being 
carded  for  Oct.  25,  Dartmouth,  Nov.  i, 
Haskell  on  the  8th,  and  Harvard  on  Nov. 
15.  The  other  major  attractions  on  the 
list  are  Chicago,  on  Oct.  19,  and  Colgate, 
Thanksgiving  day. 

"The  schedule  will  give  the  anti-Robin- 
son group  plenty  of  ammunition  for  the 
annual  ballyhoo  at  the  end  of  the  season. 
If  the  coach  does  not  win  from  at  least  four 
of  these  elevens,  his  name  will  be  mud, 
spelled  in  capital  letters. 

"Compare  this  schedule  with  the  one  pre- 
pared for  Cornell,  claimants  of  the  1923 
championship,  and  try  to  laugh  it  off.  Cor- 
nell's two  major  contests  will  be  with  Dart- 
mouth and  Pennsylvania." 

BARRETT'S    GREAT    RECORD 

James  Henry  Barrett,  all-round  athlete 
and  a  leader  in  undergraduate  activities  at 
Brown,  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
only  three  letter  man  in  the  college  at  the 
present  time.  Barrett  will  wear  a  Brown 
uniform  for  the  last  time  this  spring,  for 
he  graduates  in  June  after  four  years  of 
competition  in  'Varsity  sports.  Barrett 
takes  with  him  a  "B"  in  football,  baseball 
and  basketball. 

Barrett  has  also  collected  another  record. 
He  has  played  four  full  years  on  the  'Var- 
sity football  eleven  and  during  that  period 
missed  but  two  games,  both  of  them  minor 
contests. 
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Barrett's  home  is  in  White  Plains,  N. 
Y.,  but  he  went  to  school  at  Blair  Academy 
in  Blairstown,  N.  J.,  entering  in  19 15  and 
leaving  in  1920.  During  that  time'  he 
played  on  the  basketball  team  five  years, 
four  years  on  the  football  eleven,  four  on 
the  baseball  nine  and  three  on  the  swim- 
ming and  track  teams. 

He  was  all-State  guard  for  two  years 
and  all-State  fullback  for  two  more.  He 
pitched  on  the  nine  and  in  191 7  held  the 
interscholastic  50-yard  swimming  record. 
Barrett  also  broke  the  school  record  in  the 
javelin  throw,  ran  in  the  440  and  on  the 
relay  team  and  put  the  shot.  In  his  Senior 
year  he  captained  the  football  and  basket- 
ball teams. 

During  Barrett's  Freshman  year  at 
Brown  he  was  guard  on  the  'Varsity  eleven. 
He  was  also  president  of  his  class.  Barrett 
played  on  the  football  team  with  two  Blair 
Academy  men,  Brooks  and  Armstrong,  the 
captain.  When  football  ended,  Barrett 
went  out  for  the  baketball  team  and  landed 
a  berth  as  'Varsity  centre.  In  addition  he 
captained  his  class  nine. 

Barrett's  next  year  was  a  big  one,  for  he 
went  to  end  on  the  eleven,  played  on  the 
basketball  five  and  pitched  on  the  'Varsity 
nine,  winning  his  letter  in  all  three  sports. 

Barrett  was  back  at  guard  on  Brown's 
team,  which  beat  the  Harvard  eleven,  3  to 
O.  It  was  Barrett's  Junior  year,  his 
showing  attracted  the  attention  of  the  foot- 
ball world,  and  he  was  prominently  men- 
tioned as  a  candidate  for  the  All-American 
and  All-Eastern  elevens.  Barrett  is  now 
first  vice  president  of  the  Senior  class  and  a 
member  of  the  Cammarian  Club.  His  fra- 
ternity is  Alpha  Delta  Phi.

Some  time  in  1922  an  article  appeared 
in  Zion's  Herald  on  some  persons  of  note 
who  were  born  in  1822.  There  was  Albert 
Harkness,  whom  we  knew  as  the  revered 
Professor  of  Greek.  The  writer  of  the 
article,  who  was  a  graduate  of  Wesleyan 
'73,  must  have  used  Lincoln's  Horace 
and  Livy,  but  utterly  ignored  the  fact  that 
John  L.  Lincoln  was  for  many  years  from 
1843  the  venerated  Professor  of  Latin,  and 
not  Albert  Harkness.  The  same  writer 
also  mentioned  Cornelius  Cole,  Wesleyan 
'47,  as  the  only  centenarian  among  college 
alumni.  He  was  a  month  older  than  John 
Hunt    (Brown   '42)     and    there     appears 


another  centenarian,   I  forget  his  name,  a 
graduate  of  Columbia  '41. 

Perhaps  the  Alumni  Monthly  reader 
who  takes  exception  to  what  he  considers 
the  extended  obituary  notices  in  the  maga- 
zine would  avoid  the  suspicion  that  at- 
tached to  an  aged  clergyman  who  on  alumni 
day  at  Yale  listened  to  the  reading  of  obit- 
uary notices.  He  had  enjoyed  the  reading 
of  the  obituaries  and  hoped  there  would  be 
more  of  them  the  following  year. 

I  think  the  matter  of  inclusion  and  ex- 
clusion or  of  condensation  and  of  the  whole 
make-up  of  the  magazine  should  be  left  to 
the  judgment  of  the  editor.

resentative John  J.  O'Connor,  Democrat, 
of  New  York.  The  O'Connor  measure 
would  get  at  the  practices  by  prohibiting 
any  discharge  in  any  bankruptcy  proceed- 
ings, whether  voluntary  or  involuntary, 
within  six  years  after  a  previous  discharge. 

Lender  the  law  as  it  now  stands  a  person 
who  goes  into  voluntary  bankruptcy  cannot 
be  discharged  oftener  than  every  six  years. 
In  other  words,  he  cannot  be  discharged 
a  second  time  from  a  second  bankruptcy 
discharge,  said  Representative  O'Connor. 

"As  to  involuntary  bankruptcies  it  is  dif- 
ferent. A  person  or  corporation  that  goes 
into  involuntary  bankruptcy  can  be  dis- 
charged as  often  as  he  can  get  his  papers 
filed  and  his  case  before  the  court.  This 
has  led  to  the  evil  of  disguising  bankrupt- 
cies as  involuntary  when  they  are  in  fact 
voluntary.  Many  debtors  go  through  the 
form  of   involuntary   proceedings   and   dis-
